Traptozs, and to Require all Our. good Subjects to Ap⸗ 
| Pzehend, Subdue, and Pꝛolecute them as ſuch ; To the 
c End none may pretend Ygnoꝛance of their Duty by Lawin 
ſuch Caſe, We have therefoꝛe thought fit by this Our Royal Pꝛoclamation, to Pub- 

liſh and Declare all and every the ſaid Officers and Soldiers, and all their Aiders, 
Abettoꝛs and Adherents, to be Rebels and Traytos to Us and Our Government: 
And We do hereby ſtrictly Charge and Command all and ſingular Toꝛds Tieute⸗ 
nants, Deputy Lieutenants, Mayozs, Sheriffs, Jultices of the Peace, Bayliffs, Head- 
bozoughs, Conſtables, and all others Pur Officers Civil and Military, and all Pur 
Subjects of what Eſtate, Quality oz Degree ſoever they be, to uſe their beſt and ut 
moſt Endeavours, as well to Reſiſt, Repel, and Suppꝛels, as alſo to Seize and Pꝛole⸗ 
cute accoꝛding to the utmoſt Rigour of the Law the ſaid Rebels and Traptoꝛs, and 

all their Accomplices, Cozreſpondents, and Abettozs, We Reſolving to make the ſaid 
Criminals ſevere Examples of Dur Juſt Indignation, To the Intent that all per⸗ 
ſons hereafter may be left without Excuſe, if they ſhould be found Offending in luch 


manner.
